Applicants described their invention to the examiner and what they believed were the differences between their 
invention and Jaggar More specifically, applicants pointed out their Fig.1 and Fig. 2 and stated that a connparator was 
used to perfonn a single address comparison whereas Jaggar did a parallel comparison of all addresses within a 
branch cache, which according to applicant, would require more power consumption. The examiner explained the 
basic operation of Jaggar and how it related to applicants' claims. This explanation included how Jaggar detects a last 
instruction before a branch (both the initial time it is detected and then any subsequent time it is detected) and also 
how the parallel comparison of Jaggar appears to be an extension of applicants' invention in that while applicants are 
comparing an address for a single last instruction before a branch, Jaggar allows for detecting a plurality of last 
instructions before respective branches, and consequently, this parallel comparison is required. 
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
